Information Disclosure Statement 



2. The information disclosure statement filed 07 September 2004 has been 
considered for this Office Action 



Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, 'The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," 'The disclosure 
describes," etc. 
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4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the use of legal 
phraseology in the abstract, more specifically the word "said" in lines 5 and 10. 

5. It also exceeds 150 words. 

Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

6. Claim 2 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 1 includes a 
limitation for the first embodiment where a plastic plug is provided separate from the 
body of the claim and claim 2 states this arrangement should be disregarded and 
substituted by an arrangement where the plastic plug is integrally made with the body of 
the claim. The dependency of claim 2 upon claim 1 is improper because it is 
substituting structure being recited in claim 1 . Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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8. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

9. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: Claim 1 recites 
that "a body of a button (1 ) of plastic material which is nailed to a base of the button (2)". 
However, the drawings and the disclosure does not support the use of nails to connect 
the base of the button to the body of the body. Structural connection between the body 
of the button and the base of the button need to be included in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 1 and 2 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

1 1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The indication of the reason for allowance is based on the following 
understanding of what the invention is due to the plurality of errors in the claims. For 
claim 2, Collas discloses a locking pin (8), a body of the button (2) and a base of the 
button (1 5). The body of the button is connected to the base of the button by a flange 
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(15'). The locking pin is fixed to the body of the button and a cloth (3) is fixed between 
the body of the button and the locking pin. The body of the button has a placement in 
the form of a recess (14) and a plastic protrusion (2') extending from the recess. Collas 
fails to disclose the use of a ring antenna with a silicon chip where the antenna and chip 
are encapsulated by a plastic film disposed within the recess where the antenna has a 
ring shape with an opening in its middle and the chip is disposed near an internal edge 
of the ring and the plastic protrusion can be disposed within the opening of the ring and 
the chip store data through programmed codes in a logical sequence containing a fixed 
code to identify an apparel and a flexible code to save complementary information on 
the apparel. Accordingly, it would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art to provide a ring antenna with a silicon chip where the antenna and chip are 
encapsulated by a plastic film disposed within the recess where the antenna has a ring 
shape with an opening in its middle and the chip is disposed near an internal edge of 
the ring and the plastic protrusion can be disposed within the opening of the ring and 
the chip store data through programmed codes in a logical sequence containing a fixed 
code to identify an apparel and a flexible code to save complementary information on 
the apparel. 

For claim 1 , Collas further fails to disclose that a plastic plug is provided separate 
of the recess and disposed within the opening of the antenna ring. 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Collas et al. discloses a button having a body of a button, a base of a button and 
a locking pin. 

Reimann (US 4,215,388), Acson et al. (US 4,531,310), Chien (US 2006/0007668 
A1 ) and international Patent Document 2005-071853 discloses the use of chips with 
buttons.
